Chosen Command er-in-CMei'. 


The Last Day's 


Doings. 


DETROIT, August -t.—This lias been a 


proud day in the history of tbe Grand 
Army oltba Republic. It has witnessed 
the grandest parade in the history of the 
organization, and has made the twenty- 
tifth or silver encampment, an occasion 
of magnificence and grandeur, surpass- 
ing the fondest dreams cherished by its 
humble founder, Dr. .Slephenson ol Illi- 
nois, twenty-five yeara ago. 


For sis hnurs today, under a bright 


sun, 40,010 veterans tramped sturdily 
over tlie Hue of march, and EUC!: was the 
inspiration of the moment, that even tbe 
feeblest of the maimed and crippled com- 
rades found themselves adequate to the 
ordeal of the march. 


Tho iirinc of asal'ite from the United 


States steamship 
Michigan, in the 


hsrbor, announced to the waiting veter- 
ans at 10:30 Unit the command to wove 
hart been given by the commander in- 
ohiet. 


When General Veazey appeared be- 


fore the reviewing stand, the vaet con- 
course of people clustered around the 
Campns Martins cheered themselves 
hoaise. 


There were on the reviewing staff 


Secretary of War IVoctor, Secretary oi 
the Kavy Tracy, General Miles, Assistant 
Secretary of the Interior Bussey, two or 
three governors and half a dozen past 
commanders-ill-chief. 


The spectacle of an ex-president of 


the United States marching in the ranks 
ia so unusual that the tremendous ova- 
tion tendered Es-Preeideut Hayes today 
was hardly a surprise. 
The cheers 


•which ewppt along the line of march 
like a huee ut slowly rising tidal wave 
was ever an indication of the presence of 
the distinguished 
ex-president. 
Mr. 


llayes WHS recognized by all aa he 
marched with life poet. 


Kx-Prcaident Hayes, accompanied by 


the committee which purchased the SlOOO 
badge for Commander-iu-Ohief Veazey, 
called at headquarters today and pre- 
sented tlm general with the badge. 


Candidates for coaimander-m-chief are 


pressing their claims with increased en- 
ergy tonight. Charles A. Lincoln of 
Washington, U. C., assistant coraruis- 
e loner of peneions, hag withdrawn from 
the race. 


AH it stands tonight the choice is be- 


tween Weisaert of \Viflronsin, Smedburg 
of California, Hurst of Ohio, and Hodges 
of Is7ew York. 
AVeissert'fl candidacy is 


the only one that is sharply defined as to 
Elates. The west, with the exception of 
the Pacifio coast, is practically solid for 
his candidate. 


The situation is complicated tonight 


,by tbe sudden extravagant claims of 
Ohio for Hurat and a minor that Illinois 
may decide to present the name of ei- 
Governor Kidmrd Oglesby for com- 
mander. 


DETROIT, August 5.—The twenty-fifth 


annual encampment of the G-.A/R. met 
in formal session this morning. 


A few minutes before opening General 


Yfiazey and staff entered the ball and 
were eacorted to the grand stand. The 
appearance of the commander-in-chief 
was tbe signal for applause. Rapping 
the assemblage to order be announced 
the formal opening of the encampment 
and directed the adjutant general to call 
the roll of departments. 


The opening address of the Comman- 


der-in-chief was listened to with atten- 
tion. 


' 'Comrades," eaid General Veazey, 


''this is the silver anniversary of a birth, 
not of a wedding, the wedding occoned 
when the bridegrooms ard tho youth of 
oar laud enlisted in its defense. Abra- 
ham Lincoln celebrated the marriage 
nuptials, Columbia was the bride, her 
vesture was tho nation's flag, and the 
pledge to establish that Hag over the do- 
mains of secesaia, was the price of her 
hand. When -the pledge was grandly 
redeemed by the bloody strife, through 
suffering and death, and after the vic- 
tors had placed on the brow of the bride 
a new diadem wnose gems were honor, 
valor, fame aud liberty unstained with 
slavery, the country united and free, the 
fruit of that marriage was tue Grand 
Army of the Republic, an offspring 
worthy of its royal parentage." 


Reference was than made by the gen- 


eral to the increasing esteem in which 
the G.A. R was held bv tho people gen- 
erally and comrades in particular. A 
touching aliuaioa was made to the 
numerous deaths in the order during the 
past year, special mention being made of 
Sherman and Porter, aud a tribute was 
(.aid to tbe present and prospective use- 
fulness of the Sons of Veterans organiza- 
tion, which was increasing in member- 
ship yearly. In touching on the negro 
question, as affecting the G.A.It., Gen- 
eral Veazey reviewed the difficulties 
which exist over the colored poste in the 
department of Lmisiana and Mississippi 
ever since they were organized in 1869. 
lie recommended the establishment of 
posts especially for the colored G.A.K. 


During the year now closing the G. A. 


K. has paid out from its relief fund $334,- 
400, and duriag the same period the Wo- 
man's Relijl Corps paid to distressed 
comrades $153,000. 


Heferrinn to the Mount McGregor cot- 


tage, where General Grant dio.t, General 
Veazey recommended that the encamp* 
ment take action to secure from the gov- 
ernment an appropriation for the main- 
tenance of the property and its. preserva- 
tion in the same condition it was at the 
demise of General Grant. Failing to 
secure an appropriation by congiess, it 
is suggested that a trust fund be estab- 
lished for the maintenance of the cottage 
by charging a fee to visitors. The ques- 
tion of creating a memorial hall at D<3- 
catur, III., the birthplace of the It. A. R., 
was brought up, and a recommenda- 
tion that this encampment take action 
to aid the project. 


In ragard to the disability penaion bill 


passed • by the last congress. General 
Veasey said if it is not the wisest it is 
certainly a liberal measure. The labors 
of tho G. A. R. pension committee were 
also reviewed. Tbe Commander-in-chief 
urged the encampment to renew its 
offbrte to procure an amendment to the 
revised statutes which gives the prefer- 
ence in appointment to civil office in the 
case of union veterans. The only new de- 
partment chartered here in the pust year 
was that of Indian Territory.- The com- 
mander-in-cbicf closed hia addreas. with 
a feeling refottfucb* to the' observance pf 


Memorial day, and the high, principles 
which actuated the G. A. It. 


The reports of the other officers of the 


Half were presented and epiead before 
'be encampment, and the adjutant-gen- 
eral's report for the period ending June 
oO, isyj.. Aa far as the returns were re- 
ceived it shows in good standing !,"» de- 
partments with 740:) poste, and ::SS,UU7 
comrades in good standing. 


Tho sum expended in charity, as re- 


ported for the ybflr ended June 30, 1S!>1, 
was fc;34,000. Total number of deaths, 
0530. Tue quartermaster general ehowed 
assets of $25,000. "-he report of the 
Grant monument fund showed it had 
augmented but fi'37.91 during the past 
year. 


The report of the judge advocate gen- 


eral derived its chief interest from bis 
decision on the vexed race question. As 
his conclusions differ from the recom- 
mendation of the commaiider-in-chief, 
tbe dispute is only further complicated. 


The report of the surgeon general is 


chiefly interesting in the statement that 
it contains from Tension Commissioner 
Rauiu that the nmouat at $11U,GOO.OOO 
will be expended for pensions during the 
fiscal year. 


During the forenoon session Cora- 


mander-in-Chiel Veazey was presented 
with two gavels. The liret waa an ivory 
one, from Comrade ClurKsou of Ne- 
braska, and the other, of wood, was pre- 
sented by Comradel)u(lield of Michigan. 
The latter waa from tho wood of ;i llag- 
staff that PUr.'uounted the fort ut Datroit 
13i) years ago. 


Tfce negro question was referred to a 


special committee. 


Theladieaof thci G.A.K. received a 


quasie recognition by tho appointment of 
a committee to return their greeting to 
the ninth national convention of the 
Woman's Relief Corps, which opened in 
this city this morning. Ihe rapid growth 
of this auxiliary of tho order was mani- 
fested by the large attendant*, as well 
as by the reports of the various oilicers. 


The afternoon session was devoted al- 


most exclusively to a discupBion regard- 
ing the selection of a place for holding 
the next encampment, Washington He- 
curing a majority of twenty seven over 
Lincoln. 


The interest of the encampment ia 


now chiefly centered in the election of 
comrrander-in-chief. 
Captain 
John 


Palmer of New York, A. U. Weissert of 
Wisconsin and Colonel W. R. Smedberg 
of California, are the leading candidates 
and it safe to say one of these will be 
elected. 


Tomorrow's battle promis s to be 


very interesting, bein^ a three-cornered 
struggle, with chances some what in 
favor of Palmer, as he is to receive the 
united support of the New York delega- 
tion. 


The race question will be settled to- 


morrow. It is understood a majority of 
the special committee will oppose the 
relegation of their colored comrades to a 
separate department. The recommenda- 
tions of Commander Veazey'a annual 
address today was unfavorable to the 
colored commander, but the sentiment 
seems to be against a separate depart- 
ment. 


DETROIT, August (i.—Today closed tho 


business session of the fJ. A. R. reunion, 
but even DOW the veterans are fast leav- 
ing thu city. No lees than eight national 
organizations are in session or have ad- 
journed. The encampment in its many 
innovations has certainly been the great- 
est success of any of the preceding ones.

LASSINU, Mich., August 4.—The gen- 


eral state assembly of the Knights of 
Labor have been in session this after- 
noon and evening. One point.of import- 
ance was action on the. recent greeting 
Bant by the general secretary and tr 
rer of the order at Philadelphia, by 
which the assembly was earnestly re- 
quested to take independent political 
action. There was to have been an effort 
to induco the assembly to indorse the 
People's Party platform, but adverse in- 
fluences prelented this. The aesemblv 
finally adopted a resolution indorsing the 
action of all industrial councils or con- 
ventions that have iimugurited the work 
of looking to the consolidation of all in- 
dustrial people at the ballotbor, trusting 
that this great movement of an indus- 
trial consolidation may culminate in tho 
full emancipation of the masses from in- 
dustrial slavery. Master Woikmatt Allen 
said the circular sent b tho general sec- 
retary and treasurer of the order was the 
firat move toward a grand co-operation 
of all labor leaders throughout the coun- 
trv for the advance of industrial reform.

While ho was away the 
iujiar bust maintained the [men fur 
L'niunlated su^ar, hut Glaus Bpreckels 
uuuuuctid a reduction of one-sixteenth 
nt per pound, euttihj; Eiiriously into 


the tmdo of the sugar trust. 


Yesterday President H:iveiiioycr re- 


turned and at once ordered the sugar 
trust price reduced 1-lu' of a eVut belliw 
tbe cut made by Sprockets. The latter 
today made auuthur cut, bringing his 
price l-Hi of a cent below the price asked 
by tho trim. 


The reductions made briii^ tho price 


for granulated sugar down to •! cents per 
pound in Philadelphia, on which 2 per 
cent is allowed off, making a net pur 
;ash price of:! and 02-100 coats, the low- 
set on record.

the trust, sugar Bold at S', uenta par 
pound. The curious feature of the fight 
is that in the raw sugar market both 
parties are urgent buyers, aud the migar 
trust today bought raw su»arat351G 
jents. This brings the profit of refining 
down to R very low point.

Mrs. linen ther died recently un- 
der auspicious circumstances, aud a 
chemical analysis disclosed strong traces 
of arsenic. The dead woman, whose 
maiden name was rloGa Wiukler, was 
Giienther's third wife, and ehe had been 
raised in his family. After his second wife 
died she bore him two children, last 
winter she sued him for seduction and 
breach of promise, the <nry awarding her

married her.

How to keep comfortable during sum- 


mer is often a vexed question with peo- 
>le living in u warm climate. The heat 


»f the San Joaquin valley is nothing 
ike aa oppressive as the heat of the 
eastern states, bat a few euggebtiona will 
make this splendid raisin-making heat 


iore pleasant and healthful. From the 


Ladiee' Home Journal for August aro 
culled the following health hints that are 
written by an experienced phyaiciun: 


Do not fret and fume about the heat; 


t IB unavoidable. You must meet it, 
and the moro you worry the more will 
you auifer from it. In e^ery sense of the 
vord ttike things coolly. A calm mind 
and dumetmor wilt aid you greatly to 
aear summer heat. Excitement of any 
nnd brings increased heat of the body, 
e,ven that of the tongue. Do cot walk 
rapidly on a hot day. Divide your uuual 
amount of walking into aeverul days. 


Dress for the season. Of course yon 


put on your light colors, hut see also that 
the texture is of the thinnest. Dress 
;or comfort rather than appearance. Al- 
ways wear delicate, thin uudurwear; it 
will save yon from sudden chilling. 
Change it frequently, daily, and always 
at night. Did it ever "etrike you that the 
corset was a very warm artL-le of dress, 
and, withal, not a very clean one, after 


few davs' wear in summer time? 
Do not eat too much. A little meat 
ill go a great way in hat weather. 
In 


:ho extreme heat you are decidedly bel- 
;eroff with a very modest quantity. 
Mature ia prodigal with her fruit and 
Kigetablea. Eat them, and plentifully. 
See. howe-ver, that they are fresh and 
fully ripe. Let such few meats as yon 
eat ba prepared in a nntritions manner. 
Let the fancy alone; alao, highly seas- 
oned diahea; leave these for cold weath- 
jr, If you must eat them. It makes a 
ireat difference in your comfort and 
health what yon cat. and if you want to 
do something toward keeping yourselves 
cool, just remember not to pile on too 
much combustible matter for your phys- 
ical powers to evol ve in beat. 
Eat- 


simply, plainly and slowly—do every- 
thing slowly in hot weather. 


A few words about drinking water: 


You need a certain amount daily to re- 
place the waste of the system, but do 
not gulp it down in quantities. The 
Eeuse of thirst is not located in the 
Stomach, and large amounts of water are 
not required to quench it. This desire 
is in the throat, and water sipped slowly 
will reach and satisfy it. 


loathe judiciously and every morning 


—either n full bath or sponge. Be fas- 
tidious about this, if ever in your life, in 
hot weather. 
Your health 
depends 


upon it far more than yon imagine. 
If 


the bath, however applied, does not 
leave a healthful reaction, it is not doing 
you good service, and needs modifying 
somehow. 
In excessive weather the 


USD of your bath twice daily will not 
hurt yon, if there he no" peculiar contra- 
indication. 


See to it that the functions of your 


body are kept regular. Generally freah 
fruit and vegetables will be all that is 
required, flnpplemented, if necessary, by 
a glasa of laxative mineral water before 
breakfast. 


Comfortable sleep in summer is trade 


more probable if the last meal of tbo day 
be licht. easily digested food- 
It is-a 


great mietabe to go to bed hungry. Be- 
fore going to bed take a sponge bath in 
tepid water. Sponge lighclyand qmckly 
and dry the skin without unnecessary 
friction. If this is impossible, at leaat 
bathe tbo feet. 
1 f the sleeping room is warm, it may be 


coaled for* time by wringing a large 
piece of cotton out of water and banging 
them before the open windows.

the door open, and as the air comes 
throuch the wet cotton it will be cooled. 
This ia a good device for cooling a sick 
room; the cloths can be wet aeain and 
attain. 
Keep the gas turned low during
